A :gentl(>man jnsl from ilie Thompson 
Ri ver country, wliere lie has sojourned for 
some time past, called last eveiiiii- anil 
furnished SL.iiie veiy intJii-d.-tiny piirilculais 
concerning tliat rH;;ion, aliout wliiuli so lillle 
i>, known here. He stati's that twelve miles 
above the ferry r.cross Thompson liiver, 
(wliich is thirty-tive miles from .Lyltoti City.) 
the country spreads out into fine tracts -of 
farming and grazing land. Grass is abund- 
ant, and droves of pack-animals are wintered 
there every season witWut shelter. Capt. 
Venables, lato of this city, has located n few 
miles above the ferry on Ihe Thompson, lie 
has "taken up "2000 acres of farming lanil.
